FOREIGN.

The King of Slam arrived at Lon-
don from Paris on a visit to King
Edward and Queen Alexandra.

Premier Clemenceau was forced to
explain his action in the use of force
to restrain the winegrowers.

The bodies of Calvo and Vieo, two
famous Spanish actors, were taken
to Madrid and buried in the pantheon
of illustrious men. Many theatrical
celebrities attended the ceremonies.

Battersea TRise House, London,
which was the home of William Wil-
berforce, the great abolitionist, has
been sold for $255,000.

The Klel rezatta opened in stormy
weather; the Kaiser reviewed nearly
all the warships of the German navy;
about a hundred yachts were
anchored in the bay.

General Porter, at the second ses-
sion of the peace conference at The
Hague, announced that the United
States reserved the right to introduce
the questions of limitation of arma-
ment and the Drago Doctrine.

The German Foreign Office au-
thorized a statement that Baron
Speck von Sternburg would not be re-
called and that his health gave no
occasion for concern.

Mexican authorities suppressed a
manifesto, issued by Ceniral Ameri-
cans, accusing Guatemalan officials of
the murder of General Barillas.

Five men were killed in an auto-
mobile accident about 100 miles from
Naples, one of the victims Deing
Prince Pescara, of the Italian nobil-
ity, and related to the Spanisi royal
house.

Sir Robert Eond, Premier of New-
foundland, has prezented a sugges-
tion to the British Government to
submit the fisheries question to The
Hague tribunal.

SCORES HOUSE -OF LORDS

Campbell-Bannerman Offers Res-
olution Curtailing its Powers.

An Effete Government Has Lost the
Confidence of the People From
Unpopular Measures.

London.—Premier Campbell-Ban-
perman moved his resolution advo-’
cating the curtallment of the power
of the House of Lords Dbefore the
fullest House of the session. The
galleries also were crowded, those
present in that part of the House in-
cluding many peers who were anxious
lo observe the beginning of the at-
tempt to reduce their power to con-
trol legislation. &2 i3 8

The resolution ‘Was'as.follows:

“That in order to give effect to the
will of the people as expressed by
their elected representatives, it is
necessary that the power of the other
House, to alter or reject hills passed
by thgé’gi' tse should 'be 86 restricted

w. 88 to secure that within the
\imits of a’single Parlfament'the final
declsion of the House of Commons
shall prevail.”

Replying to aquestion, the Premier
gald it was not proposed that the
resolution. dealing with the House of
Lords should be moved in the upper
House after its discusesion in the
House, of Commons had been com-
pleted. He emphasized the fact that
the resolution embodied the principle
of the predominance of the House of
Commons, and said that in adopting
thig course they were following cer-
tain historic precedents. The reso-
lution itself, even if carried, would
not have the effect of law or procure
the desired results. A bill would
be necessary, and the Government
would exercise its discretion as to
when it should be imtroduced. His
Majesty's Ministers now-.only desired
to test the-opinion of the House and
make sure that they had'the House of
Commons behind them: They held
the view that the House of Commons
alone was authorized to express the
country's sentiments. The Premier
declared that the only course open
was to recognize ungrudgingly the
constitutional authority which resid-
ed in the House of Commons.

Amid loud Ministerial cheers the
Premier protested that if this author--
ity should be usurped by a non-elect-
2d House it followed that represen-
tative institutions must take!second-
ary place. The Government, he
added, proposed that provision should
be made for conferences between
the House of Commons and the
House of Lords when differences
arose over a bill. If no agreement
were reached the bill should be rein-
troduced and sent to the House of
Lords with a declaration that, should
a second conference fail to result in
an agreement, the House of Com-
mons would pass the bill over the
heads of the Lords.

Continuing, the Premier said the
present Government belleved that the
reduction of the perlod of existence
of a Parliament to five years would
effectively prevent “an effete Govern-
ment which had lost the country’s
confidence from forcing -through un-
popular and improper measures.”

LIVE WIRES KILL FOUR.

Boiler They Were Moung Touched
Strands and Was Charged.

New York City.—Four men were
killed and several injured at the
Proctor & Gamble soap works at
Western avenue and Richmond ter-
race, Mariners’ Harbor, Staten Isl-
and, when a live electric wire came
in contact with & boiler that was
being moved out of the works on a
flat car.

A donkey boiler and a hoisting en-
zine which have been used were load-
ed on a flat car to be sent to the
Milliken Iron Works over the Balti-
more and Ohio tracks. A number of
men were pushing the flat car out
into Western avenue. The boiler is
geventeen feet high, and when the
car rolled” into the street it was go-
ing at a good rate of speed with
the men pushing behind. The smoke-
stack struck the wires. The current
passed down the boiler and caught
the men, throwing them mors than
twenty feet.

William 6orey and his son, Wil-
liam, Jr., were killed instantly, as
were two Italians. Patrick Bradley,
of West Brighton, and several Ital-
fans were injured.

WOMEN PREFER PRISON.

Lynche'rs in Tllinois Demand Punish-

ment of “Bad Man.”

St. Louis, Mo.—Five mothers from
Assumption, 111., and one girl of sev-
enteen are in jail at Taylorville, six-
teen miles from their homes, and are
determined to stay there until the
morality of their town is vindicated.
They have sent this message to their
husbands and relatives:

“Do not come to us; do not try to
get bond for us until you have driven
that bad man away.”

The “bad man" is Alfred Bour-
land, whom the six women, led by
his alleged wife, Eugenle, attempted
to lynch at Assumption because they
believed he was a bigamist. They
must remain in jail a year if they re-
fuse to accept bond.

MENTS FOR JULY 21 BY THE
REV. I. W. HENDERSON.

Bubject: The Ten Commandments,
Duties Toward Men, Ex. 20:12-
17—Golden Text: Lev. 19:18—
Memory Verses, 12-17.

The commandments that impress
upon us our duties toward humanity
are the corollaries ¢f the command-
ments that tell us.of our obligations
toward God. We are ordered to have
a lasting love and reverence for God
not only because it is & good thing to
love God for His own sake, but also
because it is necessary that we shall
be ready to learn from Him how He
desires His children to be treated.
This lesson deals with out relation-
ships to mén, individually and col-
lectively, in the light of our alle-
glance to God.

The fifth command, which enjoins
proper respect to our earthly parents,
is the basis upon which all social life
ig reared. - The .sense of authority-in’
the home and of obedience to paren-
tal control supplies the ground upon
which all sane and eound civil gov-’
ernments rests. ' It rests, to be sure,
on other principles. But it rests
hard on this. And the willingness
upon the part of the child to yleld
obedience to the authority of the par-
ent implies that the parent shall be
worthy of recognition gnd that ‘the
authority of the parent shall be wize
and sensible and intelligent, a control
fashioned after thesovereignty which

God exercises in the world and over:

humanity. An obhedient child pre-
supposes a parent who is worthy to
be obeyed. And many times parents
lose sight of this utterlv. A child
cannot be expected to obey an unrea-
sonable parent. We are under no ob-
ligation to have respect for ‘parents
who Have no respect for themselves.
God does not call upon & child to

have love for a parent, in filial fash-

ion, who renders no meed of love to
the child that parent has brouglit
into this world. A child is not called
upon” to stifle its own individuality
and conform itself 'to the parental
pettern in every minute detail of its
life. And yet some people seem to
think that their children are not hon-
oring them simply because they re-
fuse to be run into a prearranged
family mold. Honoring one's par-
ents does not consist In. allowing
them to order one to do wrong, or in
allowing them to force one to do un-
reasonable things. Honor to one’s
parents consists in giving them due
and careful obedience along evary
line that properly belongs to a par-
ent's rights. And most of all it en-
tails upon the part of the parent that
he or she, as the case may be, shall
be worthy of honor and wise and in-
telligent in the matter of command-
ment and control. '

“Thou shalt not kill” enjoins the
gixth commandment. And you must
not only not kill your brother, but
also you must not take your own life,
It further means that “the nations
shall cedse international murder and

that civil government ghall cease to’

execute human beings, no matter
what their erimes may have been. It
means also that it is murder to sell
adulterated medicine, to sell whisky
or any other poison, to work men
and women and children to death, or
to be a party to any form of murder,
be it long or short in its action, be it
refined or vicious.

The seventh commandment is es-
pecially in need of enforcement. No
one who is at all solicitous about the
welfare of this country can contem-
plate the marital infelicities that are
so widespread and numerous in
America without a feeling of pro-
found fear for the-harvest that soon-
er or later we shall reap as a nation
except we are able to put a stop to
the eriminality that is rampant in our
midst.
with the highest and holiest relations
of human life without reaping the
whirlwind. The divorce record of
America is America's disgrace. Her
record of remarriages of men and
women who, in the eyes of God and a
decent society, are not entitled to re-
marriage 18 Americe's shame. And
these twin evils are a menace to the
health and perpetuity of the nation.

Some very eminent gentlemen—
gome of whom rent pews in high-
toned churches and who are among
the officiary of the organized church
of Jesus Christ — are to-day under
the condemnation of the eighth com-
mandment, For stealing may be va-
riously committed. 1t is not neces-
sary to become a common pickpocket
in order to be a common thief. It is
not mecessary to lay one's self ope»
to conviction under the provisions ¢
the penal code in order to be a robbc.
of the vilest type. The worst erimin-
als in this land to-day are the omnes
who are out of jail. .

The ninth word of God to Moses
and Israel hits the liars. And the
liars are among the meanest peopls
fn the world and among those wha
are denied entrance into the new
Jerusalem of God. The llar is one of
the hardest problems with which hu.
manity is called upon to deal. You
may count on an honest man, but g
liar is an unknown gquantity. And
lying is a habit. Rather I should
gay it tends to become a habit. One
lle invites another. And the worsi
of the lie is that sooner or later it 8o
destroys the integrity of the liar that
pe doesn't know what he honestly
thinks or what the truth really is
composed of.

The people who are indicated by
the tenth commandment are AmMONg
the world's unfortunates very often,
They merit our pity. Jealousy i8 an
unmitigated curgse to the man who
falls into its grasp. God help the
people who arebitten with the venom
sting of jealousy. They are indeed
cursed.
